Heasley Attends 
Disaster Meeting 

Fire Chief James C. Heasley 
was summoned to a meeting 
in Los Angeles yesterday to 
help plan for the State Dis¬ 
aster Council. 

It was understood the fire 
chiefs of Los Angeles County 
would lay the groundwork for 
reactivating the mutual aid to 
cities fire protection system 
which was in use during World 
War II. 

Yesterday’s- meeting was 
called by Spencer D. Turner, 
county and regional coordinat¬ 
or for Region 6 of the State 
Disaster Council. 


Tangible progress in Sierra 
Madre City School’s classroom 
building program was noted 
at last Thursday night’s meet¬ 
ing of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion. 

The School Board asked ap¬ 
proval of its proposed purchase 
of three lots for the site of the 
new classrooms. The land re¬ 
quested is at 187, 197, and 209 
N. Auburn. 

City School officials ask that 
the Planners take the necessary 
steps to rezone these parcels of 
land so they can be used for 
school purposes when purchas¬ 
ed. 

Hearings on the request were 
set for Aug. 24 and Sept. 28. 

At Tuesday’s meeting of the 
School Board, approval of the 
tentative plans was received 
from the State Division of 
School House Planning. 

Superintendent Charles A. 
Skutt ann ounced yesterday 
that two of the three lots ear¬ 
marked for purchase now are 
in escrow.He said the school 
currently is two weeks ahead 
of its work scheduled for the 
new classrooms.

Sierra Madre 'Misses Boat’ 

In Pasadena’s Hastings Annex 

The upper Hastings Ranch went to Pasadena Tuesday. And 
with it gone, Sierra Madre's last chance to expand its preesnt 
boundaries went out the window. 

Pasadena City Directors Tuesday voted to annex 189 acres of 
the Upper Hastings Ranch following a public hearing attended by 
no one. 

The action officially dropped the curtain on any future hopes 
for Sierra Madre to show a little healthy growth. Unofficially, the 
curtain had been dropped several months ago when "status quo- 
loving" residents effectively blocked the City Council's program to 
annex the territory for Sierra Madre. 

Proposed annexation to Pasadena was announced June 30 after 
developers had "given up hope" for Sierra Madre. 

Coronet Homes Associates of North Hollywood will develop the 
territory and are paying the city of Pasadena approximately $80,000 
for the privilege, plus $47,250 for partial cost of a reservoir.

JEWISH CENTER 
TO LEASE CLASS 
SPACE TO SCHOOL 

The School Board voted Tues¬ 
day night to lease facilities of 
the Foothill Jewish Commun¬ 
ity Center, 212 N. Lima, to 
meet its emergency school - 
housing shortage. 

Two classes, second and third 
grade pupils, will meet at the 
Jewish Center. 

Rental of outside classroom 
space is necessary to meet in¬ 
creased pupil enrollment, Su¬ 
perintendent Charles A. Skutt 
said. The four new rooms to be 
constructed adjacent to the 
presentschool will not be com¬ 
pleted until September of 1951. 

Lease of the Jewish Center 
facilities is for one year, Mr. 
Skutt said. Bethany Church al¬ 
so had offered rooms of its 
plant for emergency school use. 


Board members reduced this 
amount from $1250 to $500 in 
a move to meet probable high¬ 
er costs connected with build¬ 
ing the four additional class¬ 
rooms. 

Largest single item increase 
in the budget is $10,986 which 
will provide for small auto¬ 
matic teacher salary ’increases, 
school supplies to cope with 
additional pupils, and the hir¬ 
ing of three additional teach¬ 
ers. 

The new budget includes a 
“fixed charges” item increase 
of $1123 to allow for the rental 
of outside classroom space. 

The full 1950-51 school bud¬ 
get represents an increase of 
$2879 over last year’s $166,181 
budget. 

A complete breakdown of the 
budget was published in last 
week’s edition of the NEWS. 
With no protests at Tuesday 
night’s public hearing, the 
budget was accepted without 
change. 


City Builds 
Up Supply of 
Water Meters 

The City Council Friday night 
took steps to build up Sierra 
Madre’s supply of water meters 
as the Planning Commission 
approved three new subdivis¬ 
ions totalling 88 lots. 

Director of Public Works 
Harry H. Shatto was authorized 
to advertise for bids for addi¬ 
tional water meters. Mr. Shat¬ 
to had advised the Councilmen 
that it would be prudent to 
purchose more meters at this 
time for three reasons: 

1. priority rights soon will 
make it difficult to purchase 
meters: 2. the present scarcity 
of meters; and 3. two compan¬ 
ies which previously manufac¬ 
tured meters now are turning 
out bomb sights. 

Th’e Council also authorized 
Mr. Shatto to purchase addi¬ 
tional 3/4-inch and 1-inch pipe 
for the city. 


Sierra Madre's Heavy Mortar Company of the California State 
National Guard was called to active duty Tuesday. The local unit 
will report to Camp Cooke, California, on Sept 1. 

The Sierra Madreans were included in the call to colors of the 
40th Infantry Division, of which the 223rd Infantry Regiment 

with headquarters in Pasadena 
is a member. Besides the Sierra 
Madre Heavy Mortar Company, 
the 223rd Regiment includes 
nearly 2000 other San Gabriel 
Valley men. 

Captain Sanford M. Ullman, 
commanding officer of the lo¬ 
cal company, would make no 
comment on the orders to ac¬ 
tive duty, pending a meeting 
last night with regimental of¬ 
ficers. 

It was understood, nowever, 
that summer training camp for 
the local Guardsmen has been 
cancelled. The Heavy Mortar- 
men were scheduled to attend 
the San Luis Obispo summer 
camp from Aug. 13 to 27. 

Although the present and 
proposed war-time strength of 
the Sierra Madre Company can 
not be published by order of 
Maj. Gen. Daniel H. Hudelson, 
Division commander, a month 
ago, there were 80 men and 
three officers in the unit. 

Camp Cooke, where the Sierra 
Madre men will report, is lo¬ 
cated between Santa Maria and 
Santa Barbara, near Lompoc. 
The present period of active 
duty has been announced as 
one year by regimental head¬ 
quarters. 

It was indicated that drill 
sessions for the Sierra Madre 
Company would be stepped up 
to three times a,week until the

Protests Mark Stormy 
Meeting of Planners 

Protests—both verbal and written—marked last Thursday’s 
stormy meeting of the Sierra Madre Planning Commission, held 
in an unusually-crowded City Hall Council Chambers. 

Nearly 100 per cent of the property owners in the Orange Grove 
area turned out to protest the proposed rezoning of a portion of the 
neighborhood. 


The clamor arose recently 
when two applications were 
filed with the Planners to 
change areas on or near Or¬ 
ange Grove from R-1L (15,000 
square foot minimum lots) to 
R-l (7500 square foot lots). 

Ralph M. Jones, one of the 
petitioners, asks to rezone ap¬ 
proximately 20 acres of land 
from R-1L to R-l, a change 
which would extend Mountain 
Trail through to Orange Grove. 
Nearly every property owner in 
the audience Thursday night 
protested this proposed change. 


The second application was 
filed by Mrs. Elizabeth Clin¬ 
ton Young, who asks to rezone 1 
the north 350 feet of her prop¬ 
erty at 131 E. Orange Grove. 
The property concerned does 
not face on Orange Grove, but 
on Lowell avenue. 

Second hearing on the two 
applications will be on Thurs¬ 
day, Aug. 24.

run down by American jeeps - 
because of their belief that an 
evil spirit always follows di¬ 
rectly behind them. They 
thought the “spirit” would be 
killed by the jeep if they cross¬ 
ed directly in front of its path 
at the last minute. 

Another primitive belief com¬ 
mon in Korea is that any child 
that dies is a criminal. Kor¬ 
eans assume that if a child 
dies before reaching adulthood, 
he must have been a criminal 
because he did not live on to 
support his parents. Dead chil¬ 
dren, therefore, are buried in 
the dead of night, with little 
or no ceremony. 

Concerning Sigmund Rhee, the 
president of South Korea, the 
officer said he is nothing more 
than a “rightest dictator.” The 
Japanese, said he, made the 
only real progress toward mod¬ 
ernizing Korea. 

Korea has made two definite 
contrib u t i o n s to civilization, 
however. The invention of oil¬ 
cloth is attributed to Korea, 
he said, and the system of 
“radiant heating” through the 
floor of a house or building 
now becoming popular in the 
United States, has been com¬ 
mon in Korea for many years.

“To me our only business in 
Korea is that the United 
States committed itself to make 
the country a democracy, “he 
stated. “The land virtually is 
worthless as a possession.” 

“Democracy, however, never 
will be possible in Korea,” he 
declared. 

The former officer explained 
that most Koreans are unedu¬ 
cated and the illiteracy rate is 
amazingly high. Eighty-five 
per cent of the South Koreans 
are farmers and do not under¬ 
stand vague ideologies. 

“It takes several generations 
of educating and training be¬ 
fore democracy is able to work 
in any nation,” he said. “At 
present, most Koreans are most 
happy taking orders as long as 
they are assured enough to 
eat.” 

By far the vast majority of 
Koreans are interested prin¬ 
cipally in rice and in owning 
their own farms—not in ideas, 
he said. 

He suggested several events 
that have “greatly weakened” 
American prestige in Korea.

Since approximately only 
2700 feet are needed for her 
lecture, MrA Parker expects also 
to make two movie shorts. 

Mrs. Parker said “the un¬ 
usual” was stressed throughout 
the filming, and an effort was 
made to photograph situations 
and scenes the American tour¬ 
ist could never see. For that 
reason, many dangers were ex¬ 
perienced during the arduous 


trip. 

The completed film will show 
an authentic, true-to-life cross- 
section of Norway. Trite scenes 
of museums and statues were 
not photographed. 

Her newest film lecture tour 
through many cities of the 
United States will begin around 
the first of October, Mrs. Par¬ 
ker said this week. 

Among her more exhausting 
experiences was the day she 
and her party climbed around 
the mountainous terrain of 
northern Norway from 9 a.m. 
to 10:30 p.m. in search of white 
reindeer—reindeer which they 


finally found and photo¬ 
graphed. 

Mrs. Parker relates as one of 
her most “unusual” experiences 
the time she went swimming 
and sunbathing at 10 o’clock in 
the night. This was during her 
two-week stay at the “Land of 
the Midnight Sun.” The sun 
was shining for the entire two 
weeks, night and day she stat¬ 
ed. 

She reports that the Lapps, 
or “Samer,” of the far north 
have been working continu¬ 
ously since the end of World 
War II in reconstructing their 
villages. Nazis had destroyed 


every farm and dwelling in 
keeping with their "scorched 
earth” policy.
